Motorists and pedestrians may 
already be encountering new traf- 
fic patterns on Hanover Parkway 
at the entrance to the Lakes at 
Greenbelt Village. The city will 
be creating a roundabout at this 
location. According to a memo- 
randum by Director of Planning 
and Community Development 
Celia Craze the roundabout will 
provide intersection control, pro- 
vide a location for a pedestrian 
crossing and help calm traffic 
speeds. Initially the roundabout 
will be marked with paint and 
flexible bollards. A more perma- 
nent roundabout will be con- 
structed in the spring once city 
staff can confirm that it is work- 
ing as expected. 

Pedestrian Crossings 

Without the roundabout, Craze 
wrote, it was difficult to create a 
safe pedestrian crossing of the 
roadway due to its width and the 
curves in the road that limit the 
sight distances of motorists and 
pedestrians. A pedestrian walking 
at_an average pace will take 
roughly 13 seconds to cross the 
road. At the posted speed of 30 
miles per hour, the closest ap- 
proaching car must be at least 
564 feet away for the pedestrian 
to cross safely. Although the dis- 
tance would be reduced if pedes- 
trians walked faster, if the motor- 
ists speed more distance is re- 


quired. She concluded that sim- 
ply painting crosswalks on 
Hanover Parkway would not 
“mitigate the realistic hazard to 
the pedestrian.” 

Craze allowed that the city’s 
new roundabout would cost 
somewhat less than the $8 mil- 
lion cost of a new roundabout in 
Annapolis. 

The roundabout, authorized by 
council as a test project, will re- 
duce the space to be crossed at 
one time by a pedestrian from the 
current 45 feet to 12 feet, which 
will take the average walker just 
4 seconds. Then the pedestrian 
will have a refuge from which to 
watch and plan the next crossing. 
The line of sight needed for 
safety is reduced to 176 feet or 
less (if the roundabout also re- 
duces motorists’ speeds). This 
information was part of a report 
by Craze in response to a petition 
from Fred Gasper of the Village 
at Greenbelt Lakes. Craze dis- 
cussed the roundabout and other 
safety issues regarding Hanover 
Parkway at the January 10 regu- 
lar council meeting. In a Sep- 
tember petition to council, Gasper 
called for urgent action to mod- 
ernize Hanover Parkway includ- 
ing installation of marked Cross- 
walks when the roundabout was 
installed, repairs to damaged and 
sunken pavement at Metrobus 
stops and repaving of the road- 


Council Ponders Tightening 
Noise Control Ordinance

At its January 24 regular 
meeting, the Greenbelt City. 
Council will consider a resolution 
to amend the city’s noise control 
ordinance. The resolution was 
introduced for first reading at 
council’s January 10 meeting and 
will be eligible for final adoption 
on January 24. A second ordi- 
nance, setting the penalties for 
violating the noise limits at $100 
for the first infraction, $250 for 
the second and $500 for any ad- 
ditional violations was also intro- 
duced. 

According to Director of Plan- 
ning and Community Develop- 
ment Celia Craze, the changes 
are needed because the city’s cur- 
rent noise controls have proved 
difficult to enforce and they have 
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not covered the majority of noise 
complaints. Current law prohibits 
anyone from operating a radio, 
television, sound equipment “or 
any other machine, equipment or 
tool which produces or repro- 
duces any sound or noise which 
is audible more than fifty (50) 
feet from the source” after having 
been ordered by a police officer 
to stop. Craze said that many of 
the city’s noise complaints occur 
in townhouse or multifamily units 
that share common walls. These 
complaints frequently involve 
noise that is audible between 
units, but not at the 50 foot limit. 

The new law, if approved for 
final passage, would prohibit the 
use of sound equipment or ma- 
chinery audible for 50 feet be- 
tween the hours of 9 p.m. to 7 
a.m. (currently the ban starts at 
1] p.m.). It would also ban the 
making of “any unreasonably 
loud noise or any noise which ei- 
ther annoys, disturbs, injures or 
endangers the comfort, repose, 
health, peace or safety of others” 
within the city. Craze acknowl- 
edges that applying this standard 
will require police officers to 
make a subjective determination 
of what is unreasonable. 

The new law also adds auto- 
motive alarms to the list of de- 


_ vices that could subject the own- 


ers to penalties if they sound for

way from Greenbelt. Road to 
Megan Lane. Gasper also called 
for elimination of all passing 
lanes from Ora Glen Road to 
Good Luck Road to permit instal- 
lation of dedicated bike lanes. 

In her report, Craze noted that 
Hanover Parkway is the primary 
access route from Greenbelt to 
Doctor’s Hospital, is the main ac- 
cess road from 1.5 million square 
feet of commercial office space, 
and carries a significant volume 
of both local and non-local traf- 
fic. “Any changes to Hanover 
Parkway that significantly con- 
strain roadway operations could 
cause drivers to seek alternate, 
less constrained routes. There- 
fore, any changes to Hanover 
Parkway considered to improve 
traffic safety should recognize 
that in Greenbelt East, Hanover 
Parkway is the primary north/ 
south vehicular access route.” 

Bicycle Safety 

Craze found that there is suf- 
ficient road width from Good 
Luck Road to just south of 
Greenbrook Drive to, provide. for

Wind Storm Damages 


Eatery, Trees, Power

Damage to Jasper's Restaurant, 
a power outage, and downed trees 
and branches were results of 
strong winds lashing Greenbelt on 
Thursday, January 13. The power 
outage affected North End 
Greenbelt from about 2 to 6 p.m. 
and was caused by a large pine 
tree near the lake falling and hit- 
ting power lines. PEPCO removed 
the tree from the lines and Public 
Works cleaned up _ debris. 
Greenbelt Elementary School was 
served by a generator. 

Another large pine tree fell near 
the family picnic area at the lake, 
City Horticulturist Bill Phelan said. 
On Breezewood Drive _ near 
Greenbelt Middle School, he also 
said, a tree. began heaving out of 
the ground and was removed by 
Public Works. Police Dispatcher 
Antonio Fominaya was walking his 
dog back from the lake and saw 
two trees fall near 44 and 48 
Lakeside, one was about [5 to 20 
feet tall and the other was smaller, 
he said. Jim Williamson also of 
Lakeside watched from a living 
room window as a 50-foot tall 
pine tree fell toward the house. “I 
thought it was coming in the win- 
dow,” he said. It fell short. 

The same afternoon, a part of 
Jasper’s roof and awning was 
blown off near the restaurant’s en- 
trance. One person was injured 
and taken to Doctors Hospital. Po- 
lice, Public Works and Community 
Development departments re- 
sponded along with the fire depart- 
ment. Public Works aided in re- 
moving the damaged roof sections. 
Community Development inspected 
the area and required Jasper’s to 
shut down for the evening. The 
restaurant reopened Friday. 


New Post Office on Hold 
Until Problems Resolved

Although funding for the pro- 
posed new Greenbelt Post Office 
in Greenbelt East has been ap- 
proved by the U. S. Congress 
and design plans drawn up, the 
project is currently on hold. 

The Postal Service’s purchase 
of the site at the corner of 
Hanover Parkway and Ora Glen 
Drive (behind the vacant Banc | 
building ) from BJB Associates 
has not yet been consummated. 

Circuit Court Judge William 
B. Spellbring, Jr. stated in a Sep- 
tember 24, 1999 ruling that only 
an office building could be built 


on the tract. 


The judge’s decision was 
handed down after a hearing in 
which the plaintiffs - BJB, the 
City of Greenbelt and the U. S. 
Postal Service - asked the court 
to declare invalid a unilateral 
land covenant restricting devel- 
opment of the tract to office 
building use imposed by the 
Site’s former owners - Green Ora 
Limited Partnership - defendants 
in the case. The plaintiffs chal- 
lenged the right of the defen- 
dants to impose a covenant that 
did not also include the City of 
Greenbelt’s signature. 


Seeking Solutions 

Currently postal service offi- 
cials and representatives of the 
Peterson Companies, BJB’s par- 
ent company, are seeking solu- 
tions to keep the post office in 
Greenbelt. Although the plain- 
tiffs did not appeal the court de- 
cision within 30 days, the ques- 
tion of whether further legal ac- 
tion should be pursued ts being 
studied, as well as_ the option 
of condemnation by the Postal 
Service or the City of Greenbelt. 
There is also hope that an agree- 
ment can be reached between the 
plaintiffs and defendant. 

Gary Modjeska of Green Ora 
and the Midland Company main- 
tains that the 199] unilateral cov- 
enant placed on the tract where. 
the post office would be built, 
runs with the land, a fact that 
has been disputed. Bruce 
Marcus, attorney for BJB, told 
the News Review in October that 
the judge’s decision “did not rule 
on whether or not the covenant 
ran with the land.” 

Green Ora lost the tract when 
Madison National Bank, their 
lender, was taken over in 1994 


by the Federal Deposit Insurance

E. Roosevelt High School 
To Be Technology Academy 


_ Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
(ERHS) is one of 12 schools se- 
lected from a pool of 100 appli- 
cants nationwide as a pilot site 


for the Academy of Information. 


Technology. President Clinton and 
National Academy Foundation 
(NAF) Chairman Sanford Weill 
made the announcement January 
13 at the third annual Wall Street 
Project Conference, hosted by the 
Reverend Jesse Jackson in New 
York. Roosevelt High School 
Principal Dr. Gerald Boarman 
was in attendance. 

The Academy of Information 
Technology is a new program de- 
signed to prepare high school stu- 
dents for careers in dynamic in- 
formation technology fields. Pilot 
sites were chosen for their leader- 
ship and flexibility, commitment 
to career education, ability to se- 
cure mentors, internships, and 
teacher training from local busi- 
ness partners, and a baseline of 
technological capabilities that will 
be enhanced through NAF pro- 
gram grants. 

Dennis Smith, vice president 
of the Copeland Companies and 
longtime chair of the Prince 
George’s County Academy of Fi- 
nance Advisory Board called the 
selection of ERHS a major event 
for both the Prince George’s 
County. school system and the 
State of Maryland. He said that 
the Greenbelt school’s proposal 
was the most comprehensive one 
submitted. He was “extremely 
proud,” he said, “of Dr. Boarman, 
teacher Laura Grace, and the en- 
tire Roosevelt team for bringing 
such honor to the Prince George’s 


County Public Schools.” Smith 
noted that the Prince George’s 
County school system has the 
largest number of participating 
high schools in the Academy pro- 
grams’ mid-Atlantic region. He 
felt that President Clinton's recog- 
nition of Gerald Boarman will as- 
sist in expanding the number of 
business partners for the Acad- 
emies of Finance, Information 
Technology, and Travel and Tour- 
ism. 
ERHS applied for consider- 
ation as an Academy of Informa- 
tion Technology pilot site because 
the academy aligns well with 
school goals, local workforce 
trends, and the school’s commit- 
ment to addressing the digital di- 
vide. The school has a reputation 
for collaboratively developing cut- 
ting edge educational programs 
that personalize the learning expe- 
rience for students and strategi- 
cally link classroom learning with 
the workplace and higher educa- 
tion. | 

The NAF offers an industry 
specific educational model in two 
areas that complement the pro- 
gram offerings of ERHS. In 1998 
the school implemented the Acad- 
emy of Travel and Tourism and 
in 1999 introduced the Academy 
of Finance. Students, parents, 
educators, and the business com- 
munity have embraced both pro- 
grams. 

Plans call for the Academy of 
Information Technology to begin 
in the fall of 2000, with a pilot 
program of approximately 30 stu- 
dents. Program goals are as fol-

GHI has provided us 
with a remarkable exhibition of 
sidewalk lighting at a cost of 
only $2000 (eight lights at a 
mere $250 each).

(With the coming of the new 
year, new century and new mil- 
lennium (or at least all. four dig- 
its of the year changing) there 
has been a lot of pontificating 
going on in the press. It seems 
to me that anyone has a license 
to pontificate, that our little news- 
paper should be in the main- 
stream, and therefore: I have de- 
cided to join the crowd.) 

Greenbelt’s lifespan is only 
two-thirds of the past century, al- 
though the new-town, green-town 
concept is one. that encompasses 
nearly all of the 1900’s. In the 
history of mankind; Greenbelt is 
only a small blip on the timeline. 
Similarly, its effect on the world 
of today is very inconsequential, 
another teeny blip. Most likely, 
Greenbelt will .have little effect 
on the future of our planet, but 
what happens on our planet will 
greatly affect our community.

During the brief 62 years that 
Greenbelt has been a part of the 
world community, new technol- 
ogy has greatly altered the aver- 
age resident’s lifestyle. Where 
once a Greenbelt family was 
lucky to own one car, it is now 
apt to own two or more Cars. 


Where once many families lacked | 


telephones, we now have phones 
all about the house and in our 
cars, pockets and purses or on 
our hips. ‘efegraphs were. the 
fastest means of verbal communi- 
cations and were delivered in 
Greenbelt by a boy on bicycle. 
Now more and more residents e- 
mail to their family and friends. 

In 1937 you had to go to 
downtown Washington to do your 
major shopping, but when you 
got there you were met by a 
friendly clerk and your purchases 
were delivered free the next day. 
Now you get on-line and order 
through a computer without leav- 
ing home or go to the nearest 
discount store or mall and stand 
in line to make a purchase which 
you then have to lug home. 
Greenbelt was “modern” with its 
all-electric kitchen stoves—many 
people elsewhere were still using 
coal or wood stoves. Now, we 
zap our food with microwaves or 
burn it on propane-fueled outdoor 
grills. Our garbage was once put 
in containers in the ground for 
thrice-weekly collection. Now 
we dump it down the sink. Then 
there was little trash. Now. we 
are overwhelmed by packaging 
and unwanted mail, which we 
have to sort out between the dis- 
posable and recyclable. 

Once or twice a week, origi- 
nal Greenbelters might go to the 
movie theater at the center and 
watch a short newsreel telling 
what was happening in the rest of 
the world before seeing the fea- 
ture movie. Now we see major 
news events throughout the world 
right in our homes as they take 
place, plus we can see countless 
forms of entertainment, some of 


the best of which are the old 


movies from the *30’s. 

Once, Greenbelt was a town 
of 3,000 with many children. 
Now we have a population in ex- 
cess of 20,000, but not many 
more children. In the ‘30s, most 
Greenbelt workers worked in 
downtown Washington. The 15- 
mile commute was by car on 
two-lane roads or by bus to 
Rhode Island Avenue and then 
electric trolley car into Washing- 
ton. Now Greenbelters drive to 
work all over the place taking 
multi-lane superhighways, or they 
can catch the new electric train 
(Metro) just a little closer to 
Greenbelt than Rhode Island Av- 
enue. In either event, it will 
probably take as long or longer 
to get there during rush hour as 
in the °30s. Back then, 
Greenbelt was restricted to Cau- 
casians, although at least persons 
of the Jewish faith were wel- 
comed as residents. Now 
Greenbelt is an_ ethnically and 
racially diverse community. 

The changes to Greenbelt in 
the past will probably pale in sig- 
nificance to the changes of the 
future. What changes these will 
be is impossible to predict. Who, 
in 1937, could have predicted 
what Greenbelt would be like to- 
day? 

Will the institutions that now 
provide our sense. of community 


” exist_a- hundred, years from now?.,

new areas to build upon and

dedicated bike lanes without 
elimination of a through traffic 
lane. However, she said that 
during the design review process 
for Greenspring I and IJ, and the 
Lakes of Greenbelt Village, the 
Advisory Planning Board recom- 
mended, based in part on com- 
ments from the Greenbelt Bicycle 
Coalition, that bike lanes not be 
provided. Gasper had a different 
recollection, believing that the 
members supported bicycle lanes. 
He urged consideration of off- 
street lanes, which he considers 
safer. Fairfax and Montgomery 
Counties, he said, are now mov- 
ing towards off-road bike lanes 
for new roadways. 

During the discussion, Craze 
noted that “The traffic calming 
philosophy will be that to do 
away with the turn lanes would 
be a good thing because the 
slowness created by a turning ve- 
hicle would help calm traffic.” 

From Greenbrook Drive to 
Greenbelt Road there are no 
shoulders or turn lanes upon 
which bicycle lanes could be 
constructed. It may be possible 
to create bike lanes by narrowing 


. the traffic lanes, although prob- 


ably not enough to create full 
six-foot bike lanes. 
Bus Stops 

Gasper had asked that the bus 
stop opposite Hunting Ridge be 
moved closer to the entrance and 
the flexible bollards removed. 
Craze disagreed. The stop was 
moved to its current location and 
the bollards installed to protect 
bus riders from motorists using 
the shoulder to bypass traffic 
waiting to turn ‘left into Hunting 
Ridge. The bollards were ad- 
justed to alldw adequate width 
for bicyclists to pass between 
them and use the. shoulder. 
While further adjustments could 
be made if needed, she said, re- 
moving the bollards would recre- 
ate the original hazardous condi- 
tions for those waiting for the 
bus. 

Repairs to the bus stops are 
underway and should be finished 
by the end of June. 

Repaving 

The developer of the Lakes of 
Greenbelt Village has repaired 
Hanover Parkway from Megan 
Lane to Hunting Ridge, Craze 
said. This section will be re- 


paved in the spring. Repaving of | 


the rest of Hanover Parkway is 
not funded. Council sets the pri- 
orities for street repaving during 
the annual budget review. City 








Manager Michael McLaughlin 
said that most of the problem ar- 
eas on Hanover Parkway identi- 
fied during last year’s review 
were in the section to be redone 
by the developer.

Corporation (FDIC). The FDIC 
then sold the land at auction to 
the Peterson Companies which 
also bought the nearby Sunrise 
property. Mentioned as a pos- 
sible location for the new post 
office, Sunrise is located near 
the Holiday Inn and Martin’s, 
adjacent to the Beltway. Zoned 
residential, it is rumored that the 
property is being considered by 
some members of council for 
parkland. 
Lower Value 

Modjeska contends that build- 
ing a new post office facility be- 
tween two existing tracts of of- 
fice buildings (Commerce Center 
1 at the corner of Hanover 
Parkway and Greenbelt Road, 
and Commerce Center 2’s one- 
story and three-story buildings 
southeast of the proposed post 
office site) would lower the 
value of those buildings. He 
observed that Aetna US 
Healthcare (formerly NYL 
Care), the current occupants of 
Commerce Center II, will be 
moving elsewhere this summer. 

Meanwhile, postal employees 
continue to work in their 
crowded quarters in Roosevelt 
Center below the Co-op Super- 
market. The postponement of 
construction of a larger post of- 
fice has been a disappointment 
not only to the employees but 
also to the Postal Service and 
Greenbelt residents. Since 1968 
city councils and the Postal Ser- 
vice have worked together to 
find a new location for a larger 
postal facility in Greenbelt. 
When this goal is realized, the 
postal service has assured suc- 
cessive councils that sales func- 
tions and post office boxes will 
be left in the existing post office 
in Roosevelt Center.

NOISE CONTROL

an unnecessary or unreasonable 
length of time and makes prop- 
erty owners responsible for 
noise violations committed by 
tenants. 

By lessening the severity of 
the infraction, the city also 
hopes to make it easier to en- 
force. The current law makes 
violations a misdemeanor. City 
Solicitor Robert Manzi ‘Said that 
States’ Attorneys do not want to 
prosecute such minor offenses. 
So, the new ordinance makes 
violations civil infractions, simi- 
lar to parking tickets, for which 
the city can simply cite the of- 
fender and assess a penalty. If 
someone has repeated viola- 
tions, then the -city can seek 
injunctive relief, violation of 
which would put the offender 
at risk of prosectution for 
criminal contempt. 

The ordinance would con- 
tinue to exclude approved ac- 
tivities. on public property 
(such as cheering at Braden 
Field), sound from sporting, 
recreational or entertainment 
events for which a use and 
occupancy permit has been is- 
sued, and emergency vehicle 
Sirens. It would also not 
cover dog barking (covered 
under the animal control ordi- 
nance). 

Council engaged Craze in a 
Q and A regarding what 
would and would not be cov- 
ered (car alarms and 
boomboxes in a park, yes; 
barking dogs, no). There was 
a fairly extended discussion 
regarding leaf blowers. Along 
with lawnmowers, snowblow- 
ers and machinery, these are 
not covered so long as they 
are not operated before 7 a.m. 
and not operated for an unrea- 
sonably long period of time. 
Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
noted that some communities 
have banned leaf blowers and 
suggested that anyone inter- 
ested in the city taking similar 
action call the city office 
(City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin suggested that 
they call Turnbull). 

Mayor Judith Davis noted 
that homeowner associations 
have little control over the de- 
vices used by the maintenance 
services they hire. Sheldon 
Goldberg noted that some 
people are physically incapable 
of raking leaves. And 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
likened a ban on leafblowers to 
the ban on hanging laundry 
outside on Sundays that 


Greenbelt imposed early in its 
history. 

Bertram Donn suggested 
prohibiting devices that exceed 
certain decibel levels. Council 
directed staff to research the 
range of noise produced by 
lawnmowers, leaf blowers and 
snowblowers. 

Both ordinances will be 
considered for final adoption 
at the January 24 regular 
council meeting.

When can a landlord evict a 
renter? Can a landlord just 
change the locks and put the 
renter’s belongings out on the 
street? In the latest issue of his 
monthly consumer publication 
“The Consumer’s Edge,” Attor- 
ney General J.. Joseph Curran, 
Jr. explains the eviction process 
and the protections offered to 
renters. 

Tenants may be evicted for 
non-payment of rent, for failing 
to move out of the rental unit 
after the lease has ended or for 
breach of lease. 

The publication offers the 
names and phone numbers of 
Maryland organizations that of- 
fer legal help, advice and emer- 
gency assistance to tenants fac- 
ing eviction. Copies are avail- 
able in the library.

‘“l’m mad as hell and I’m not 
going to take it anymore,” shouted 
the crazed anchorman portrayed 
by Peter Finch in the 1970's 
movie “Network.” Before they 
reach that point, like the character 
in the movie, Brenda Aker and 
Bonita James, counselors at 
Greenbelt CARES, urge abused 
women, men, and children to call 
for help. 

A free Women’s Support Group 
specifically geared toward domes- 
tic violence will be starting soon 
in Greenbelt. To break the ice at 
the first meeting, each new mem- 
ber will be paired with another 
participant to conduct mutual inter- 
views. The counselors have found 
that getting acquainted one-on-one 
facilitates the forming of friend- 
ships in the group. In addition all 
participants and counselors are 
asked to sign a confidentiality 
Statement to insure that shared in- 
formation does not leave the room. 

The counselors do not have an 
agenda or an axe to grind. Aker 
says, “We are not advocating di- 
vorce or separation. Our goal is 
to help the participants explore

their options.” 

James says, “The support group 
meetings are intended as an oppor- 
tunity to share with others who are 
in similar situations. By being ree 
minded that they are not alone or 
the only person in the world to 
have these experiences, we hope 
they will develop self-esteem and 
confidence that they can survive.” 

Survival techniques include 
building a safety net that is ready 
if an emergency, occurs: Help is 
given in answering questions such 

s, “What would you take if you 
had to leave home in an hour? 
Where would you go? Who would 
you contact? Do you have access 
to money?” Statistics show that 
misfortune strikes ail races equally 
and occurs at ail socio-economic 
levels. 

Aker and James have each stud- 
ied psychology, sociology, and 
counseling and both are working 
toward Masters in social work de- 
grees. Prior to joining Greenbelt 
CARES James worked with at risk 
youth and families at Sasha Bruce 
Youth Work, Inc. in D.C. 

Aker is a retired Air Force First 
Sergeant. During her last five
